Her  husband 
soon  afterwards  died .  She  was  a  widov/  almost  29  years .  She  was  a  member 
of  the  Reformed  Church  of  which  she  continued  a  steadfast  member  until 
her  death.  Her  last  years  were  devoted  wholly  to  the  service  of  the  Lord. 

She  v/as  the  mother  of  nine  children,  32  grandchildren,  and  one  great-grandchild.

Rebecca  Warner  was  born  October  3,  1817,  and  married  Thomas  M.  Chapman 
of  Brook  County,  Virginia,  where  they  spent  several  years  on  a  farm.  From  there 
they  moved  to  Navarre,  Stark  County,  Ohio.  Their  family  consisted  of  two  sons 
and  four  daughters.  The  second  son  Marion  died  October  3,  1864,  in  Effingham, 
Illinois  .  He  had  gone  there  on  a  business  tour  and  was  returned  home  a  corpse . 

The  names  of  the  children  now  living  are  W^arner,  Clara,  Maria,  Lizzie,  and 
Alice.  All  have  been  married  and  live  in  Ohio  except  Warner  who  lives  in  Muncie, 
Indiana  .  Mrs  .  Chapman  was  afflicted  with  rheumatism  for  several  years  About 
18  months  prior  to  her  death  they  moved  to  Muncie  where  she  died  November  26, 
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1890.  Her  mortal  remains  were  brought  to  Massillon,  Ohio  and  entered  the  beautiful 
cemetary  near  the  city . 

Susannah  Warner  was  born  November  13,  1813,  married  Charles  Poe  to  which 
were  born  five  children.  The  oldest  son  Orland  was  educated  at  West  Point  and  was 
Chief  Engineer  on  General  Sherman’s  staff  and  is  now  located  at  Detroit.  William 
resides  at  Massillon  and  married  Ollie  Robertson.  They  have  four  sons.  Rebecca 
married  Benton  VWse  of  Canton,  Ohio.  The  second  son,  Andrevvr,  and  the  youngest 
daughter  Hannah  together  with  their  father  are  buried  in  the  cemetary  at  :loomfield , 
Ohio .  Mrs .  Poe  died  about  ten  years  after  her  husband  and  her  remains  are  in  the 
Massillon  cemetary. 

Maria  W'arner  was  born  August  18,  1815  and  married  Peter  Poor.man.  They 
resided  on  a  farm  four  miles  v/est  of  Massillon  where  she  died  leaving  seven 
children,  the  youngest  only  a  few  months  old.  The  names  of  the  children  were 
Orland,  George,  Theodore,  Rebecca,  Melissa,  and  Earnestine .  V/illiam  Poorman's 
second  wife  was  Susan  Loy.  Some  time  after  the  second  marriage  she  sold  her 
home  in  Stark  County  and  with  her  family  mioved  to  Effingham  County,  Illinois, 
where  some  of  the  family  still  resides  . 

Eliza  Warner  was  born  January  13,  1825  and  this  was  the  only  child  born 
in  Ohio,  the  older  children  were  born  in  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania.  She 
married  Reverend  Samuel  B.  Leiter  of  Mansfield,  Ohio.  He  was  a  minister  in  the 
Reformed  Church  and  one  of  the  successful  pioneer  preachers  of  that  day.  They 
spent  eight  years  in  Richland  County -from  there  they  moved  on  a  farm  near  Navarre 
where  they  raised  eight  children.  The  ninth  died  in  infancy.  Olivia,  the  oldest  , 
was  bom  March  29,  1842  and  now  resides  in  Washington  City.  She  had  three 
children  and  one  grandchild.  Emma  Leiter  was  born  July  2,  1843  and  married 
Thomas  McCormick  where  they  resided  on  a  farm  near  Navarre  and  are  engaged  in 
farming .  They  have  a  family  of  four  sons  and  three  daughters  .  Their  names  are 
as  follows;  Janie,  Thomas,  Lizzie,  WHlliam,  Frank,  Rose, - . 

Jacob  Warner  was  born  November  9,  1806  in  Franklin  County  and  married 
Elizabeth  Fetters  in  Pikke  Tovmship.  He  was  by  trade  a  carpenter  but  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  on  a  farm.  They  had  but  one  child,  WHlliam,  who  married 
Catharine  Harvey  and  together  with  his  parents  moved  to  Kane  County,  Illinois  in 
the  fall  of  1852  . 

George  Warner  was  born  February  29,  1808  and  married  to  Mary  Selders  . 

They  resided  near  West  Lebasure,  Wayne  County,  Ohio.  He  died  in  1882.  He 
always  voted  the  democratic  ticket.  Their  oldest  son  died  in  infancy.  Three  are 
still  living.  Ellis  graduated  from  Mt.  Union  and  is  a  successful  Superintendent  of 
the  Public  Schools  in  Bellview,  Ohio.  Henry  graduated  from  the  same  school  and 
is  one  of  the  Professors  at  his  Alma  Mater.  Olivia  is  unmarried  and  lives  v/ith  her 
mother  at  the  old  house  . 

William  Warner  was  born  in  1820  and  married  Sarah  Klingle  of  Huntington, 
Indiana.  After  the  birth  of  their  daughter,  Alice,  he  caught  the  Gold  Fever  and  nothing 
would  satisfy  his  romantic  aspirations  but  an  overland  trip  to  Oalifornia.  More 
fortunate  than  many  others  he  and  his  family  reached  the  gold  fields  alive  and  safe 
where  he  engaged  in  mining  there  in  the  Mescantill  Business.  Tv/o  more  children 
were  soon  added  to  their  famiily.  Will  is  now  in  Idaho  and  Charly  is  a  salesman 
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in  San  Francisco.  Alice  married  V/illiam  Hunt  and  resides  at  Golden  Gate.  Their 
parents  still  preferred  their  Sweetland,  Nevada  County,  home.
